On ’55 Wheat 
Is Announced 


Donald Ruby, ASC Chairman, 
Announces 
Wheat 
Stored 
In County At $2.13 Per 
Bushel. 


The minimum^ support for 1955 
No. I Soft Red Winter wheat stored 
in Rush County is $2.13 per bushel, 
Donald E. Ruby, Chairman of the 
Rush County ASC Committee, an­ 
nounced Thursday. 
The rate for the same class and 
grade of wheat last year was $2.27 
per bushel when wheat support was 
based on 90 per cent of parity. The 
1955 crop rate is based on 82Vt per 
cent of parity. The support on 
warehouse-stored wheat is in ac­ 
cordance with the county rate. 
The rate currently anounced is 
based on the national average min­ 
imum support of $2.06 announced 
September 15, 1954, when parity 
was $2.50 per bushel. If the parity 
figure is higher on July I, 1955, 
the support will be adjusted upward 
accordingly, but the rate will not be 
lower than the minimum. 
Rush County wheat growers are 
also advised that 1955 wheat, to be 
eligible for price support, must 
meet the new minimum sanitary 
requirements of the Federal Pure 
Food and Drug Administration. 
Under the Food and Drug Pro­ 
gram, wheat does not meet the 
minimum standards if (a) it con­ 
tains more than two rodent pellets 
per pint, or comparable amounts 
| of other contamination, or if (b) 
it contains 2 per cent or more, by 
weight, of kernels visibly damaged 
by insects. 
Ruby points out that with rare 
exception 
wheat 
produced

Russia Trying To Neutralize Japan 


With Price Tag On Peace Treaty

WASHINGTON UFI — Russia is 
now seeking to neutralize Japan 
as well as Germany in a probable 
strategy aimed eventually at ex­ 
tending its influence over both key 
industrial nations.

CHURCHES REPORTED 
DAMAGED IN REVOLT 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay 
— 
President Juan D. Peron of Ar­ 
gentina said today the revolt was 
over in that country, which ir un­ 
der a state of siege. 
Peron addressed his countrymen 
by radio, as he had Thursday night 
in a previous announcement that 
Thursday’s revolt by naval forces 
was under control. 
His speech 
confirmed 
reports 
that there had been depredations 
against churches in Argentina. He 
blamed Communists for these. He 
said the revolt was connected with 
priests 
of 
the 
Roman 
Catholic 
Church, whose powers he has been 
seeking to curb since last Novem- 
| ber. 
Peron declared his government 
is ready to prevent any commu­ 
nistic or other disorders. He de­ 
clared he is a Catholic and not 
against religion, and advised Cath­ 
olics of his nation to await a ref­ 
erendum on his proposal to sepa­ 
rate the church from the state. 
The Peron broadcast was moni­ 
tored here. At the time he spoke 
there had been a blackout on di­ 
rect communications with Buenos 
I Aires for 15 hours.

Korean Bonus 
Law Bars Pay 
To Japan Vets 


INDIANAPOLIS UH-State Audi- 
tor Curtis E. Rardin says the 1955 
Korean War bonus law is “ am ­ 
biguous” and bars payments to 
veterans who got no farther than 
Japan during the war. 
Rardin said Thursday his policy 
would be not to perm it bonuses 
for such veterans to use up the 13 
million dollars in the bonus fund 
earm arked for aiding local school 
construction. 
The law has been interpreted in 
some quarters as applying to all 
paign service bars. Rardin said 
these bars are available to all who 
served in Japan during the Korean 
emergency, whether or not they < 
also served in Korea or engaged in 
missions over that country. 
Sen. Keith F raser (R-Portland), 
Senate sponsor of the House bonus j 
bill, disputed Rardin’s statem ent 
that the law is ambiguous. Fraser 
said the m easure specifically ruled 
out veterans who never served in 
the Korean theater itself. 
F raser said amendment of the 
bill to substitute “ and” for “or” 
before the clause on Korean cam ­ 
paign service bars clarified the law 
and stated the Legislature’s intent 
to pay the bonus only to those who 
actually served in Korea. 
However, Rardin said adminis­ 
tering the law will be “one of the 
toughest jobs any state official ever 
had.” 
The Korean veterans, and 900 
World War II veterans who filed j 
late claims for their bonus, are 
to be paid from the $21,750,000 left 
in the World War II bonus fund 
The bonus payments are expect­ 
ed to take about eight million dol- 
I ars The rest of the fund has been 
earm arked for aiding local schools 
In providing new classroom space.

WASHINGTON (it — Two venerable men — Sir 
Winston Churchill and Konrad Adenauer — in mov*| 
ing across the Washington scene have taken time 
out to answer newsmen’s questions. 
Adenauer, here this week, ducked nothing he was J 
asked at a giant news conference in the same hotel 
where Churchill, in time past, had also faced a ball­ 
room full of newsmen. 
Both men, Churchill as Britain’s prime minister 
and Adenauer as chancelor of West Germany, had 
these things in common: they had character and 
vision and led their country out of the ruins of war 
into new confidence. 
They are not far apart in age: Churchill is 80, 
Adenauer 79. Just about there the similarity ends. 
Churchill, tired out by years, resigned as prime min­ 
ister this year. Adenauer is still the driving force of 
the German government. 
Round, rosy-cheeked Churchill was witty, jovial, a 
m aster of the English language. The square-shoul­ 
dered Adenauer has high cheekbones in a face done 
over by plastic surgeons after a shattering auto acci­ 
dent. 
Churchill’s voice was warm as brandy. Adenauer, 
sturdy as iron, was pleasant enough but direct, terse, 
unsmiling, and he spoke in German. 
Adenauer, onetime mayor of Cologne, who lived in 
obscurity under Hitler, has led his country back into 
the sun since he became head of its first postwar 
government in 1949. 
Now it has not only been given independence again 
but has been allowed to rearm and is brought into 
the Western Alliance, which needs its brains and 
manpower in the defense against Russia. 
The Russians have invited Adenauer to Moscow, 
presumably about the future of Germany. He and 
68 million of his countrymen have a goal: the reuni­ 
fication of West Germany with Communist held East 
Germany. 
But Adenauer says it is not a goal to be bought at 
any price. What if the Russians offered a reunited 
Germany if the Germans would abandon their West­ 
ern Alliance and stand neutral in Europe? 
Long ago Adenauer said any German who pro­ 
posed that was a “dumbbell or a traitor. 
Asked 
about it at his news conference, he said Germany 
would wind up a Russian satellite if it let itself be 
neutralized. 
Adenauer has the reputation of being a tough cus­ 
tom er to bargain with, even when the bargainers 
were American occupation authorities. The Russians 
are not finding him an easy m ark either. 
He has let them cool their heels and guess by de­ 
laying a direct answer to their invitation to Moscow. 
There are some misgivings here about G erm any’s 
future policy once Adenauer dies or grows too feeble 
for office. He said here this week Germany would 
live up to its obligations to the West. He looks like 
a man who will keep his word.

By Senate Action 


WASHINGTON UH — The Senate 
Thursday night passed by voice 
vote, with little debate, a four- 
year extension of the regular mil­ 
itary draft and a two-year exten­ 
sion of the special doctors’ draft. 
Both measures expire at the end 
of this month. Thursday night’s ac­ 
tion was a surprise move, decided 
on in an apparent agreem ent be­ 
tween Republican and Democratic 
leaders. 
It turned down pleas of the Ei­ 
senhower administration that the 
Senate tie the draft bills into a 
single package with the adminis­ 
tration’s plan for a fourfold in­ 
crease in the active m ilitary re­ 
serves. 
Chairman Russell (D-Ga) of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee 
has opened action on the reserve 
bill until it clears the House. The 
reserve bill has been stalled there 
for weeks. 
Extension of the regular draft al­ 
ready has passed the House and 


the bill now goes back there for 
action on minor Senate am end­ 
ments. The controversial doctors’ 
draft bill is still pending in the 
House. 
The regular draft perm its the in­ 
duction of men from 13 to 26 years 
for 24 months active duty. The doc­ 
tors’ draft bill sets up special pro­ 
tists and medical specialists into 
military service.

U. S. Bond Sales 
Decrease In May 


Roy E. Harrold, chairm an of 
Rush County’s U. S. Savings Bonds 
Committee, has been advised that 
the county’s Savings Bonds sales 
for May were $30,153 as compared 
with $49,600 for the corresponding 
period of 1954. Sales for the state 
as a whole were $13,292,498 and 
$10,782,861 for May of last year— 
a gain of more than 23 per cent. 
% 
Sixty-four of Indiana’s ninety-two 
counties recorded sales gains for 
the month. 
Indiana continues to lead the na­ 
tion as a whole in the percentage 
of increase in Savings Bonds sales. 
Last month a national sales gain of 
19 per cent was registered as 
against Indiana’s gain of 23 per 
cent. 
A continuing trend of heavy 
sales throughout the state will en­ 


able Indiana to meet its quota of 
$169,400,000 in sales for the year. 
Sales gains were established in 
both the highly industrialized and 
agricultural counties, making it dif­ 
ficult to find a pattern of the pub­ 
lic’s interest in Savings Bonds. Al­ 
though the public’s spending vol­ 
ume is at or above the all-time 
high mark, it is evident from re­ 
ports on Savings Bonds sales that 
hundreds of thousands of Hoosiers 
are laying money away for future 
use, and their favorite thrift vehicle 
continues to be Savings Bonds.
